ITS MEANING AND LESSON 


W ith the passing of another memor­ 
ial Day it is well to 
consider 
just 
"•.hat that day means to the American 
people, and to examine our hearts aad < 
minds in order to ascertain 
if 
we ( 
learned anew, or for the first 
time, 
the great lesson it teaches. 
The ruling sentim ert of the day is 
loy alty to the general government and 
honor to its deceased defenders; 
as 
long as the Republic shall survive the ! 
American people will hold their mem- j 
ory sacred and keep 
their 
graves 
green. 
By the solemn ceremonies of < 
the day honor is paid to these men for i 
what they did, allegiance is renewed 
to the cause for which they suffered, 
aud an effort is made to impress its 
principles on the minds aud to inspire 
its sentiments in the hearts of those 
who, as each great crisis shall come, 
must be depended upon to uphold the 
honor and maintain the integrity of 
the American government. 
It is usual to celebrate feats of arms 
with feasting and with 
the 
noisy 
“pomp and circumstance” of mimic " 
war, but such is not the rule of Memo­ 
rial Day, for it is too sacred io find 
suitable expression in such things. As 
a fitter declaration of the meaning of 
Memorial Day the Grand Army of the 
Republic calls the nation to its ceme­ 
teries and there commemorates 
its 
victories with solemn ceremonies 
at 
the graves of the men who helped to 
achieve them. Not with the emblems 
of war, but with those of peace; not 
to rekindle angry passions, but to sub­ 
due them; and when, with fragrant 
flowers, the sweetest visible expres­ 
sion of God’s love to us, they strew 
these graves and the waters of 
the 
sea, they do it simply in fraternity to 
those who there may rest, with the 
broadest charity for all, and uny ield­ 
ing loy alty to the general government. 
On Memorial Day the members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic ap. 
proach the graves of their departed 
comrades in Friternitv, Charity and 
Loy alty , and in recognition of 
that 
strong and peculity bond which unites 
the men who “touched elbows" in the 
great struggle for the Union. 
Side- 
bv-side, under the inspiration of a com­ 
mon purpose and under the pressure 
of a dangerous crisis, did they share
